Eder allegedly is planning to take a trip to G€Tlfi 3 hy^ehrly^ih 1952 to make an 
on the spot investigation concerning the status of tho future German Arzy and to 
check on the conditions under which men are being recruited. He is allegedly 
planning to emigrate to Germany, provided he will have a financial advantage, and 
also plana to apply for service in the German Army*
